Brood Sows to Farmers 
AT COST 


In order to secure an increased production of bacon in Alberta, the 
Provincial Government is buying grade brood sows, which will be sold to 
farmers at prices prevailing at time of defivery, with one dollar added for 
service fee. These animals are being purchased at current prices in the 
stock yards and the packing’ plants in Edmonton and Calgary. Especial 
care is exercised to select animals of good length and depth. Growthy but 
under-finished animals are the kind chosen. These'will be bred between 


December 20th and January 10th, and repeated, if necessary, between , 


January 11th and February Ist, All animals that repeat a second time, 
also all that fail to come in season at all, will be discarded because of the 
lateness or uncertainty of the time when they will farrow. 


A record will be kept of the male to which eaeh sow is mated, and the 
date of same, in order to be able to inform the purchaser as to the time 
when, and the type of pig each will farrow. , 

Boars of Berkshire, Yorkshire, Duroc Jersey, Poland China, Hamp- 
shire and Tamworth breeding will be used.

As to Assistance of Womon in Helping to Win the War

It is hard to believe fromthe ap- 
pearance of New York that there is 
a war.” 

What are the striking differences 
between the looks of London and 
Paris and of New York that form 
the basis for this. comment? Lady 
Chetwynd of -London, formerly Miss 
Rosalind Secor of New York, just ar- 


rived in this country, answers this 
question, 
“Fhe contrast that struck me 


first,” she said, “was the luxury of 
life in New York, as compared with 
the extreme, simplicity of London. 
What we have come to recognize as 
signs of war in England are not yet 
noticeabl¢ in New York. I see men 
at work in many positions which in 
England are now practically filled 
with .svomen, in order that men may 
be released to ‘sétve as soldiers or in 
work which women cannot under- 
take. How would it strike New 
Yorkers to see “women servants in 
men’s clubs in’’order’ that the num- 
ber of the men at the: front may be 
increased? Yet that is what has tak- 
en ‘place in London. 

"Men conductors in the subway 
stems strange to me, coming direct 
from England. Long ago women 
took*up this work in London. ,In 
trarisportation ‘women as — drivers 
fave taken the place of men in near-: 
ly every class of work except as lo- 
comotive engineér's. 

“America has heard what women 
are doing inthe rural districts . and 
in the munition factories. But neith- 
er America nor any other country, 
‘outside of England itself, realizes 
what the women of that country are 
doing totwin the war. To me it is 
the most wonderful expression of the 
war, and it is characteristic of it that 
no one who goes to England now 
could fail to notice at once. The wo- 
men, of,Great Britain have been truly 
mobilized for war, as completely and 
practically as if they were under 
eonscription. The force of opinion 
among them, that each. should do 
her.part side by side with the men, 
has been as compelling, one might 
Bay, as a ‘en requirement would 
have been. 
that one~-who-fiesitates “because 
inconvenience or love of: comfort 
finds herself drawn into service 
Svilly-nilly because of the stand wo- 
mien in general have taken on the 
bubject. 

“Tt is beautiful to see how quictly 
the; women have gone about it. No 
hoasting, no unnecessary appeals to 
busy men for advice, no self-seeking 
for ‘notericty by leaders; just the sim- 
‘ple concentrated desire to help all 
they can. In their grief, too, women 
have shawn the same’ noble spirit of 
self-effacement.,It is the custom not 
to wear black for the loss of a loved 
one, that no private display of grief 
may weaken in the slightest the na- 
tional endeavor. 

“So, too, women haye overcome 
any tendency to hysteria because of 
the terrifying Zeppelin raids on Lon- 
don in the night, They have come 
to face the risk as a+ matter of 
cotrse, But It is something that is 
trying on the nerves, nevertheless. 
Imagine how a woman would feel in 
New York. if every night she went to 
bed not..knowing whether a bomb 
would descend ‘of the house; .dne 
fell within’ al short distance of my 
honse in Hyde Park. 

There is, first, the. signal whistle 
for all to clear to safety, Next the 
telephones are shut off, so that the 
girls einployed at the exchanges may 
seck ‘shelter. “You can hear the 
throbbing of. the engines in the air; 
then our gins going off, trying to 
bring ‘the monsters down; then the 
broken shell pieces falling on the 
roof.

‘My first night in New York 
made me realize more sharply how 
far I was from London—when all 
the lights were turned on, so gor- 
geous but so different from London, 
When evening comes there it is like 
primitive night.” 

Lady Chetwynd has been active in 
women’s war relicf in England. Soon 
after the beginning of the war she 
appéared on the stage in a play giv- 
en to raise money for charity.—New 
York Times.

Woman Holds Position of First Im- 
portance in Feeding the Con- 
valescent Soldiers 


One of the biggest jobs in the Do- 
minion today is held by a woman, 
Miss Violet M, Ryley, general organ- 
izing dietition for the military hospi- 
tals commission, upon whose belt 
swing the keys to every kitchen in 
the military convalescent hospitals of 
Canada. 

Mis Ryley is responsible for 35,000 
meals every day. In what ratio the 
recovery of the 11,000 men in the 
various hospitals today depend upon 
her genius only the medical officers 
the 


the meals in the Canadian hospitals 
are the best ever. 


Roast beef with brown gravy, aft- 
er long seasons when bully beef and 
hard tack had to suffice, looks like 
the Feast of thé Prodigal Son to the 
men, At the discharge depots at 
Halifax and Quebec when they-~first 
return, they suspect that it is a feast 
in honor of their arrival but it is only 
the usual run of meals they find.

Saving Coal 


Output of Artificial Ice Plants in 
U.S. to Be Curtailed 


A great harvest of natural ice is 
Proposed by the United States - fuel 
administration as a means of  savy- 
ing coal this winter, Fifteen million 
tons of coal are used annually in 
American ice factorics and refriger- 
ating plants. The wintér season 
manufactures each year, without ex- 
pense to man, billions of tons of 
ice, Most of this is wasted. Every 
ton of natural ice which is harvested 


will take the place of a ton of arti-| f. 


ane ice and Will save 500 pounds of 
coal. : 

Dr. Garfield, fuel administrator, 
will take up with the ice companies 
plans for cutting and storing greater, 
amounts of natural ice this winter 
than ever before. 
householder, storekeeper and farmer 
who can obtain ice from nearby riv- 
ers and ponds, and store it for use 
next simmer, will be urged to do so. 

The organization of the 5000 ice 
making plants of the country along 
lines of fuel economy is i 
the attention of the fucl administra- 
tion. If this industry were concen- 
trated in one third of these plants 
the coal saving would be enormous, 
The consolidation of _ refrigerating 
establishments would give a like re- 
sult. It is estimated that in New 
Orleans alone such reorganization 


would save 100 tons of coal a day] 


or 36,000 tons each year.

The Brightest Star 


Sirius Is Four Hundred Times Size 
of Our Sun 


Sirius, which astronomers say is 
the brightest star, is estimated to be 
in round numbers, seventy _ billion 
miles distant—that is seventy follow- 
ed by twelve noughts. It is called a 
fixed star, but it moves about an inch 
a century. Yet that movement, 80 
microscopical as seen from the earth, 
to be visible at all must represent a 
movement or speed of 1,909,000 miles 
a day. 

If the sky is clear, look for Sirius 
tonight, and think that the light by 
which you sce it left the star nearly 
thirty years ago, yet light 
186,000 miles a second, and takes un- 
der cight minutes to pass from sun 
to earth. 

Compared with Sirius the sun is a 
mere flicker, a candle to an are light. 

If the two were to exchange places 
in the universe the sun would almost 
pop out of sight altogether, being 
barely visible to the naked eye, a 
star of the sixth magnitude. But this 
earth and all its boasted power and 
wealth would be shriveled up just 
like a bit of tow-in a blast furnace, 
for Sirius, according to astronomical 
calculations, would fill all space rep- 
resented by the orbit of the carth, 
being equal to four hundred suns.

Incendiary Bullets 


Used by Aviators for Attacking 
Observation Balloons 


A new form of bullet—known as 
an incendiary bullet—is being used 
in Flanders. ‘The bullets are fired 
from machine guns usually, the 
cartsiiees being like rifle cartridges 
in calibre and appearance, and ar- 
ranged in suitable strips for the au- 
tomatic feeding of the weapon. 

The only difference is that the 
cartridges carry hollow bullets, 
which aré filled with a slow-burning 
chemical compound, . When the bul- 
lets are discharged the explosion of 
fire to the 


chemical mixture. 

Such bullets are used by aviators 
for attacking the observation  bal- 
loons that direct the fire of the ene- 
my’s artillery—these ballons being 
stationed ordinarily about four miles 
behind the first line of trenches, 

A single hit will usually destroy a 
balloon, for the bullet penetrating 
the envelope, sets instant fire 
the hydrogen gas inside, The 
servers “have barely time to 
themselves of their parachutes, and 
thus to make their escape, by a drop 
of 1,000 feet perhaps.

better than skimmed milk. 


It-is best of all for the kiddies 
when given-as a drink. It is. also
